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ABSTRACT 



Recommendatory bibliography aives considerable 
assistance to education in Russia. The term ''recommendatory" was 
introduced before the Revolution by the well-known bibliographer, 

N.A. Rubakin. The term has been preserved but the volume and contents 
of its concept have changed and become more complicated. Purina the 
first, vears of Soviet power recommendatory biblioaranhv h°lped wipe 
out illiteracy and cultural backwardness in the rural population, 
often substitutin'! for school and teacher. Now it promotes knovledae 
in conjunction with secondary and hioher schools or becomes the 
foundation of post-school education of the Soviet people. Th° system 
of recommendatory bibliooraphy handbooks embraces the most uroent 
themes, problems and branches of knowledce, that arouse wide social 
interest and meet the most typical reouirements of the Soviet people 
in the field of general education. Manuals of recommendatory 
bibliography aive more detailed information on books than anv other 
sources of mass information. The main general principle of 
recommendatory bihlioaraphv is strict selection of good quality 
literature easily understood by readers. A Jenin State library studv 
shows that the recommendatory bibliooraphy increases book demands In 
libraries and promotes general spiritual development of readers. (N p ) 
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The regarding of bibliography aa a means of people's 

education m&ets the most important requirement of the pre- 
sent * to teaoh every member of the oommunity to use inform- 
ation aotively and without assistance, to ohoose it, to digest 
and assimilate It. 

Reoommendatory bibliography renders a considerable assis- 
tance in education in our country* The torn "recommendatory* 
was introduced before the revolution by the well-known bibli- 
ographer and enlightener K.A.Rubakln. By tradition the term hae 
been preserved upto now, though the volume and the oentents of 
the notion given by the term f hare ooneldorebly ohanged and 
beoome more complicated. In the USSR during the first years 
of Soviet Power reoommendatory bibliography helped in wiping 
out of llllteraoy and oultural ftao.kwardnese of a greater part 
of the oountry population) very often eubstltuting for sohool 
and teaoher. At present it either promotes the knowledge en- 
largement side by eldo with eeoondary and higher eohools or 
beoomes the foundation of poat-eohoal and post-graduate edu- 
cation of the soviet people in one's life-time, 

V.X.Lenln statements on the problems of bibliography are 
the basis of the theory and praotioe of modern recommendatory 
bibliography. In hie review of N.A RubAkln " Among books " x ' 

V. I. Lenin approved of the author*# intention to give a handbook 
for self-education and noted

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that auoh a handbook must be a sound review of book treasures 
on some oubjeots in oonneotlon with the history of ideas. At 
the same time V.I.Lenin oritlslzad the author's views who in

faot asserted that oulture and eduoation should be above the 
Party. 

Regarding bibliography ae a means of dissemination of 
knowledge In the massesi Y. I.Lenin considered it a kind of Ideo- 
logical work, the refleotion of prooesses going on in social 
life, the struggle of olasses and parties. 

At the present stage recommendatory bibliography is a 
oomplioated many-sided struoture supported by libraries and spo- 
olal bibliographlo handbooks, mass newspapers- and magazines, 
blbliographlo and book-trade organs of periodicals, radio and TV 
programmes, bibliography supplemented in a olenoe-and -popular 
publications, syllabuses of ssoondayy and hlghsr sobools. 

As a joint oolleotlon of spsolal handbooks published in 
the form of separate books, broohures, leaflets recommendatory 
bibliography renders an aotive aesietanoe first and foremost 
to the readers of thousands of Soviet mass libraries that meet 
the requirements of general eduoation on tho part of ail seotlons 
of the population, irrespective of the eduoational levol and 
profession. A particular attention is being given to the prepa- 
ration of bibliographlo handbooks meant specially for the young 
people. 

The handbooks of reoommendatory bibliography oonstltute a 
definite system, l.e. a combination of different types, of various 
epeolal reading purposes, but olosely interrelated* The system 
of handbooks embraces the most urgent themes, problems and 
br^nohes of knowledge, that arouse wide sooiai interest and meet 
the most typloal requirements of the Soviet people in the field 
of general eduoation. 




The main task of tho establishment and perfection of handbook 
system le to promote the .oontinui$y of eduoatlon, to form solen- 
tiflo outlook, to popularise so lent if lo knowledge, to give ethlo 
and aesthetlo eduoatlon to the readers* 

Popularisation of knowledge by means of reoommendatory blbll 
ography Is oarrled out on a great number of aoientlflo problems 
and themes* Under the present oondltlons a particular slgnlfloan< 

Is attaohed to suoh problems as Lenin ldeologloal and theoretloa] 
heritage and tho most Important problems of the present, philoso- 
phy and natural sciences, man In the XX oentury with the whole 
oomlex of blolcgloal and soolal problems, soient if io management ol 
soolety,solenoe and morals, sooiety and personality, solentlf io and 
art works, eto* 

Publication of handbooks In the definite system allows to fori 
readers' interests and extend them systematically* 

Manuals of reoommendatory bibliography give more detailed in- 
formation on books than any other souroes of mass Information* 

The reader oan look thoroughly thteugn annotations, Introductory 
and oonneoting texts, oopy out the literature he la interested In, 
return to the pages he already gianoed over or revert again to tht 
handbook in some time and so on and so forth* A joint oolleotlon 
of manuals gives a reader an idea of availability of a book on 
that or other problem or new books for a definite period of time 
( a yoar, a quarter ), the reader's attention being drawn to the 
best booke* The reader turns to the handbook with definite purpose, 
he is determined to get information* 

All these properties. typloal of reoommendatory bibliography 
as an Interrelated joint oolleotlon of separate handbooks, allow 
the bibliography to beoome the basis of the library work that 
alma at meeting readers* demands* 
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Heating upon rsoommendatory bibliography libraries open 
their .funds to the readers, form new interests drawing visitors' 
attention to the most important phenomena in eolenoe, arta and 
literature. Ouided by recommendatory bibliography libraries assist 
to define oontents and system of reading on different subjeotlf. 
Besides reoommendatory bibliography sorves to promote professional 
skill of a librarian in all types of library work - from oompiling 
a oatalogue to a private talk. 

It is but natural that in this role recommendatory bibliogra- 
phy oannot fulfil the taek of operatlveneas and necessary mass 
oharaoter of information. The main trend of its work must be the 
enlargement and deeping of a soleutlfloally based system of branoh 
and subjoot bibliography whloh oannot be the matter of oare of 
the means of mass oommunioatioq.e. 

But the maes oharaoter, general availability and effectiveness 
of information on new problems and books are undoubted merits of 
reoommendatory bibliography as a method ’ th&t is widely employed 
in periodioal press, radio, television, as well as in the form 
of bibliography supplemented lor solenoe-and- popular literature, 
text-books, methodological materials for aeoondary and higher 
schools, oourees, oiroles, seminars and so on and so forth. 

The advantages of periodioal press, newspapers and magazines 
in partioular as a souroe of information on new books and as a 
orltioal reviewer of literature published earlier, are above all as 
follows t they do not make a transient aooustlo or visual and 
aooustio imreeslon) 
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they supply tho reader with Information effectively and 
everywhere} they enable the reader to return to the informa- 
tion to study it again, they try to supply information ta- 
king into aooount interests, requirements and level of know- 
ledge of readers* 

When appreciating the possibilities and merits of 
periodloal press one should bear in mind the fact that news- 
papers and roagaeines reoommend in the first plaoe new litera- 
ture, they oannot give the system of reading. The periodicals 
(suoh as the weekly newspaper "Knipnoe oboarenie" /Book re- 
view/, the monthly raagaaines mire knig" /In the world of 
books/, and "Bibliotekar” /The librarian/ speoially published 
to assist self-education by means of book are the only excep- 
tion. 

Bibliography supplemented at the end of a book and 
reference book bibliography play an important role in wide 
popularisation of booka.The former is particularly signifi- 
cant in popular-soienoe publications with a wide oiroulation 
as it oan be the means of aotive recommendation of other 
books. In oomparison with the soures of mass information 
bibliography supplemented at the end of a book substantially 
loses in the timeliness of Information and the width of Its 
dissemination but as it keeps in paoe with a definite book 
it is oertain to win due*^i greater preoision of the reader's 
address. 

When oomparlng bibliography supplemented at the end 
of a book with speoial bibliographio tools it should be noted 
that os the one hand the former oannot oompete with them in 
fulfilling the tasks bibliography faoes on the whole as it 
is subordinated, to the main contents of a book, but on the 
other hand as t$ h illdth of its dissemination 




It considerably exceeds the possibilities of speolal bibliogra* 
pbio manuals If It Is published In editions with a side circula- 
tion* 

B a dio and television tank highly among the effeotlve sour- 
oes of mass book information* In the U 863 the work Is oarried

However it should be taken Into aooount that the employment 
of reoomaendatory bibliography as a Method gives leas possible 
lltloe for the fulfilment of reader^ different demands* The TV 
viewer, radio ^listener and the reader of newspapers and magaalnea 
is not always ready psyohelogloally for the comprehension of 
book reoomnendatlonw he looks a corresponding preparation* 

Talks on books ever the radio and TV do not allow the ma n to 
take a olooe look at re o earns ndet Ion, to return to the Informs* 
tlon ouoe again* Berio*and TV workera have no permanent oon« 
taot with their audlenoe and the only material that appreolate 
the broadoasts ars listeners letters and reports at speolal 
oonferenoes or soolologloal Investigations* 

It the same time the two above trends of reoommtndstory 
bibliography (system of manuals and method of book propaganda) 
supplementing reolprooally saoh ether, serve in the long run

of reading* The integral link of these problems manifests Itself

in the faot that recommendatory bibliography that meets readers 
requirements oannot be established without knowing their interests 
and at the same time readers 7 Interests oannot be studied profoundly 
without knowing how to employ praotioally bibliographio handbooks* 
Reoommendatory bibliography ought to meet* the requirements that 
have already been formed and also to build new ones* Soolologloal 
investigations on the study of requirements and interests of 
various groups of soviet readers oarried out for the last years 
allow to Aake some Important oonoluslons for reoommendatory biblio- 
graphy* For instanoe, some faotors that have deoialve influenoe 
on the oontents of readingttjpe of labour and general educational 
level have been oleared up* 

The oourse of aolenoe development that brings its distant 
branohes together, puts forward the task of the complex study 
of the reader* All means that contiguous solenoes suoh as philosophy 
80oiology, peyofelogy and pedagoglos dispose of must be employed for 
that purpose* Consequently it is neoeseary to overgrow the limits 
of bibliographio Ideas and to establish pejitanent and stable links 
with these solenoes and library solenoe* It Is also neoeseary to 
define the ehave of the bibliographer partlolpation in elaborating 
of some general problems* euoh problems as the influenoe of 
reading upofl an Individual, the peroeptlon of various texts ** 
eduoatlonal or artlstlo, the study of readers^ Interests are 
mainly worked out by the oooperatlon of library scientists,

3* The systematio approaoh to recommendatory bibliography 
as a raanyeided phenomenon allows to distinguish the most steady 
elements from the large number of various relations and oonneoti- 
one and to make more aoourate the oontents and the volume eaoh 
of these elements* their interconnections and thus to regulate 
the whole struoture* In this oonneotion it is Impossible to pass 
away the question of terminology* as its regulating is the 
neoessary oondition of defining and expressing of the main notions 
of the system* Considerable work in this direotion has been oar* 
oied out in the USSR* The jolgt terminology oommittae ettaohed to 
the All"union Book ohamber prepared the state standard of bibliogw 
raphio terms* The logioal system of the most general terms is gl* 
ven* there* In future it is neoessary to work out in detail and 
to make mote aoourate the notions oonneoted with reoommendatory 
bibliography* 

The further improvement of all forms and ways of book pro** 
paganda must take the road of mutual enriohment of the means of 
mass Informat ion* of the study of the comparative effectiveness 
of the used methods* the road of muoh greater lnte gral and orga** 
nlsed oonneotions* The possibilities of oontaots among

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’ radio* and TV Journalists, workers of periodical press, took trade, 
libraries are unlimited and inexhaustible, espeolallj in defining 
the forms of talks on books and their seleotion. 

The long experience of libraries that issue speolal 
bl£llographio manuals aooordlng to the level and the oharaoter 
of requirements of various readers 1 groups oan render assistance to 
other eouroes of mass information in realisation of book reoommenda 
tion more purposefully, systematically and induvidually* Libraries 
oan and must borrow rauoh from other souxoes of popularisation in 
the aspeot of variety of forms, iraagery,emotionality. 

Unfortunately the effectiveness of all links of the gene** 
ral system of knowledge and book propaganda is diminished beoause 
of the absenos of interaction and lnteroonneotion,*, There is a 
persistent necessity to establish a theretlaal,methodio and 
coordinating oentre of book propaganda in the oountry, 

4, In reoommenda tory bibliography one oan observe the 
same two trends that take plaoe in the development of Journalism 
and popular*soience literature; onetfor the broad masses, taking 
though various but not always steady interest in everything 
that happens in oolenoe,sooial life, literature, art, the other* 
for teaohers, lecturers, Bpeolalists, who need general aoqualntanoe 
with other problems and fields of knowledge, first and foremost 
oontiguons ones, and besides for all readers who are deeply 
and oonstaatly interested in this or that subjeot, problem, 
branch of soienoe. 

There are many similarities and points of difference in 
these two trends of propaganda of popular-'soienoe book# The 
common tasts of popularisation that follow from the interrelations 
between soienoe and society * are reflected in the unity of the 
aim of book propaganda Irrespective of the trend.

propaganda in aooordanoe with its possibilities must reveal) dissemli 
nate, propagate those oonteatsiHenoe all the ohannels through 
whioh the book 1 b propagated must supply all readers with in* 
formation of the importanoe of a problem oonsidered)the state 
of its study at the present stage } the authors oonoeption, the 
marlts and shortcomings of the book* In those oases when its neoesl 
ry to reveal and popularise in a bibllographlo handbooks the 
problems that solenoe begins to study and there is no more or 
less oonsiderable popular^soienoe literature on them (“Solenoe

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•bibliographer takes the part of a direot popularieator,and a 
biU lographio handbook having inoreaaed the bulk of eduoational 
material and its informative oapaolty, combines the funotlons

It is possible to speak on the effectiveness of book pro* 
pagonda only under the oonditlons of its regulation and aoti* 
vlty* All propaganda must be aimed at a long* term information 
that ought to overtake the re* a ders r present *day requirements!

5* The study of response and the determination of the effeotl* 
veneBs of the type of bibliography that serves eduoatlon and 
training a 3 well a a any mass informatloh, addressed to all mem* 
bers of the community Irrespective of profession and quallfloa* 
tion are of considerable diffioulty# It is very hard to single 
out the lnfluenoe of a reoommended book from a good number of 
other influenoea that form an lndlvldual*In the long run the 
oritexion of the effectiveness of all means of eduoatlon oan 
be the only one, i*e* the rise of moral level of the man, the 
transformation of the knowledge acquired by him into the motives 
of his oonduot corresponding the vnorms verified by the sooial and 
O 
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historical praotioe. However the effectiveness of this kind 
oannot be measured praotioally therefore to Investigate the ef*« 
feotlveness of recommendatory bibliography it Is reasonable to 
prooeed from the common criterion of informative iffeotiveness, 
i.e. from the evaluation of the utilization of the information 
supplied to different groups of its oonsumere.lt is also neoesaary 
to take into aooount separate aspeots of this oriterion, for 
instanoe, the preoision of selection from the point of view of 
readers' requirements, the oorrespondenoe of oontents and forms of* 
reoommendatory bibliography to the- consumers' demands, its 
address and some others. 

The study of the aoientifio problem "The effeotiveness 
of reoommendatory bibliography as a guide of reading "that is 
being oarried out by the Lenin State library of the USSR 
together with a number of republican and regional libraries 
shows that the utilisation of reoommendatory bibliography not 
only inoraasej a demand for books in libraries but promotes to 
a great extent general spiritual development of readers* The 
summing up of the researoh results is likely to give the pos* 
sibility of drawing more detailed oonolueions for improving 
the whole syatem of reoommendatory bibliography meant to 
render assistance to eduoation. 
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III, BIBLIOGRAPHY AND PROCESS QF EDUCATION, 

people's education in the USSR is a Bystem that serves child- 
ren, young people and adult population whioh is not United 
by the frames of state stationary eduoational establishments 
but inoludes all eduoational institutions that supplement 
eaoh other* The whole system of sduoatipn faoes a task of 
oreating suoh a scientific organisation of eduoational pro- 
cess under whioh instruction is skillfully oombined with 
eduoational work and oonditions are made for creative investi- 
gations* 

The nany-sided problem of intercommunication between the 
process of eduoation and bibliography is rather complicated. 
Its mosit important oomponents are training of oulture of 
reading, assistance in professional orientation and mastering 
the profession, in ethio and aesthetic eduoation, eto .Let's 
dwell upon on some of them* 

One of the most significant links in this ohain of 
interconnected phenomena that is training of oulture of 
reading is playing still more important role in schools and 
higher eduoational institutions* Sohoolohildren are given an 
.idea of the function of the book in the life of the oountry 
and its people, of its place among other means of mass infor- 
mation. They are instructed how to ohoose books, to appre- 
ciate what they have read, to use bibliography, to make u? 
eubjeot lists, eto. Training of oulture of reading for 
junior sohoolohildren is oombined with lessons of reading, 

, for senior one it is an optional course connected with teaching 
of literature. At lessons of home reading not only books 
deviating from manuals but also libraries and the means they 
provide for ohoioe of books are disoussed. Those lessons 
ao quire still more important role* 

Ministry of Higher and Secondary Speoial Eduoation of 
the USSR approved the special "Library and bibllographio 
knowledge" programme for higher sohools. A number of higher 
eduoational institutions have aooumulated the experience 
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of publishing programmes with duo regard of their profile* 
Unfortunately bibliography lessons are included in the

ayllabueea of all inetitutee. Meanwhile the axperlenoa 
of universities and higher aohoola that hare auoh leaaona 
permanently, shows their effsotivsnes* which la expreaaed 
in the Inoreaae of aoientiflo activity and independent 
work of students* 

Oooperatlen and joint work of solentiate - oollega 
teachers and workers of eollege aoientiflo libraries - 
seems to be rather fruitful* For instance, oonslderablo 
work on bibliographio preparation of students is oarried 
out by the Solentifio library of Saratov State Univer- 
sity* The first year students attend leotures on bib- 
liography, study ths work of library. Blbllographia 
lessons on general and branoh bibliography, In eubjeets 
of seminars, special oourses, eto* are oarried out for 
senior students* In department of rare and especially 
valued books bibliographio reviews are organised for 
the students of phylologie faoultlea. There were two 
editions of the handbook "In searoh of a needed book" 
where information on importance and utilisation of 
alphabet and systematio catalogues are published, am 
well as information on bibliographio oard index, editions 
of referenoe books and encyolopaedla, and reviews of 
bibliographio manuals on the most important branohes 
of solenoe* 

A epeiial text-book "The foundations of library 
and bibliography knowledge" is published for students*

The other nost important side of response between bib- 
liography and prooeaa of eduoation ia tha rolo of biblio- 
graphy in tho ohoioo of a futu.ro profession hy a aohaol- 
ohild and nastoring tho foundations of tho chosen pro- 
fession by a student. 

After that the prooeaa of mastering of the ohosen 
profession by tho student is to beginjas well as the 
training of the future specialist. Instruct Ion in higher 
sohools is organised in suoh a way that a student eould 
freely orientate hinself in soientifie problems of the 
ohosen profession, obtain soientifie knowledge in the 
freld of history, and not only of the present state of 
the ohosen branoh of soienoe, be Informed about the achie- 
vement e of soientifie thought in other eonntriea, and 
aleo have neoessary sun of knowledge on contiguous branohes 
of soienoe. The realization of all the tasks is only possib- 
le in the prasenoa of wall organized and tinely biblio- 
graphio information. 

The next problem whloh bibliography also deals with 
is ethio and aesthetic e duo at ion of students. 

The rise of aesthetic oulturo of the young genera- 
tion has beoome the task of state aignifioanoe. 

At present the Soientifie Committee on aesthetic edu- 
cation attaohed to the Presidium of Aoademy of Pedagogic 
soienoos of the U33R has been established. Artists, 
writers, oonposers, producers, teachers and others take part 
in the work of this committee.

By means of recommendatory bibliography students in 
sohools enlarge their knowledge obtained at lessons of 
literature, history, musio, drawing. Bibliography is of spe- 
olal lnportanoe for those students whose interests have been 
oonoentrated on one field of the humanities or arts, and 
who wish to know muoh more on this subject than a syllabus 
is to give. Records, albums of reproductions, eto. are emp- 
loyed (..together with bibliography at lessons at sohool t, 
in oiroles, in ftalaoes of pioneers. As a result bibliography 
helps to reveal inolinations of the young man and very 
often promotes the ohoioe of a profession, arousing desire 
to enter one of the humanitarian faculties, a musio school, 
a dramatio studio, eto. 

Great importanoe is attaohed to the problems of aesthe- 
tic eduoatlon in higher sohools as well. 

The forms and methods of bibliographic Information 
called forth to promote the solution of the above impor- 
tant problems are rather various. 

To help the teacher bibliography in syllabuses, test- 
books and manuals, journal (for teaohers - "Literature v 
shko la "/literature at sohool, "Prepodavanie istorii v

The problem of bibliography utilisation In eduoational 
prooeea at works stands somewhat apart .Under the present oon- 
ditione training at works itself embraoss about 20 min young 
workers* for a number of years the largest solentlflo and 
teohnioel libraries and the State 8altykov-4Fsoh6drln Rnbllo 
library were creating a thought-out system of bibllographio 
manuals to help In mastering professions and Improving 
qualification. 

This system of bibllographio eervioe of readers-workera 
played a role of no small importance. However the new condi- 
tions of soolal development, oonneoted with eolentlfio and 
teohnioal revolution demand new solutions. To provide at 
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least leading working prof eeaiona with reoommendatory 
manuals it is neoessary that Moliography and information 
services should take part as they are olosely oonneded 
with works, know their needs, its oonoretej,. reader, have 
well ao^ulPed specialised funds i«e« the Central Bolentlflo 
and Technical Library and The Central Institute of Boien- 
tifio and Teohnioal information* The role of method lo and

The State Lanin Library of the U38R annually 
oompiles manuals that axe oalied "Range of reading of the 
youth*. ThelT task is to help young men and girls not only 
to orientate themselves in the literature of the last years 
but also to defihe the oontents of their reading* ('In the 
orbit of time", "My vocation", "The oontaure of the future").

The readers* purpose of separate manuals is made more oonorete 
depending on subjeot, its oharaoter and the ooatents of literature. 
But on the whole the eystem of blbllographlo publications for the 
youth serves its different groups and solves the most important 
tasks of its eduoation, i.e. it makes students deviate from the 
text-books, enlarges the outlook of working youth, helps to form 
specialists out of student youth. 

The most slgnlfloant trend of recommendatory bibliography is the 
elaboration of problems of reading for all those who take a steady 
Interest in these or those problems. Irrespective of professional 
needs. 

r‘: .3inoe under the present conditions every worker takes an 
aotlve part in dynamyo j development of soientiflo and teohnloal 
progress and watohes it, the slgnlfioanoe of his general oulture 
rises considerably, ana consequently readers 1 demands for the 
popular-solenoe book is lnoreaslng, as well ae domands for blbll- 
ography to help self-eduoatlon* 

In publishing this trend of popularisation found lte way in 
auoh book aeries as " On what plylosophers work and argue", "News 
in life, soienoe and engineering" , "Library of oonoerto listener", 
"Theatre memoirs", eto. The ooatents of books of these series show 
a oreatlve laboratory in whloh the reader seems to be present. 

And in bibliography attempt are being made to solve the task 
of popularisation of problems of soienoe for those readers by means 
of publishing manuals like "Lenin and the present", "The book about 
books", "Soientiflo management of aooiety", a aeries of indexes 
"Russian wrltors" eto. 

Any programmed oourae of stationary training in the state system 
of people's eduoation oan give such a volume of knowledge and skills 
that allows lor futher indepond ent and oontinuoua eduoation. 

That is why reoommendatory bibliography as a whole system that 
lnoludes a Joint collection of manuals and mass blbllographlo 
information in perlodloala and other means of mass oommunio&tions , 

have at the present stage the most favourable prospeots of deve- 
q lopments add its role is steadily growing. 
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
